FIRST DAY. 



Detroit, Wednesday, Sept. 20th, 1893. 

The Detroit Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church assembled at the Cass Ave. Church, Detroit, on Wed- 
nesday morning. Sept. 20th, at 9 o’clock a. m.. Bishop Thomas 
Bowman presiding. 

The Bishop invited Lodowic C. York to conduct the open- 
ing services, and he announced Hymn 574 — 

“A charge to keep I have.” 

After the singing of the hymn, he led in fervent prayer 
for the divine blessing upon the assembled ministers, follow- 
ing with the Lord’s prayer, in which the Conference joined. 

Bishop Bowman then delivered a brief address to the Con- 
ference, and said that it was most appropriate that such an 
annual assembly should be opened by gathering at the Lord’s 
table. He then gave a very lucid and impressive exposition 
of that great doctrine of our holy faith, Christian perfection. 
Speaking of the term, “ Second blessing,” he said that he had 
not only received a second blessing, but a thousand blessings, 
and hoped to receive a thousand more. Christian perfection, 
said he, means to be filled with love, loving God with all your 
heart, and your neighbor as yourself. 
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The Bishop then proceeded to the service of the sacrament 
of the Lord’s Supper, calling the Presiding Elders to his 
assistance.

Rev. Jacob Emory Parker, one of our oldest members, passed on 
to his final rest from his home in Adrian, August 2d, 1893. 

He was born in the township of Linn, Lehigh county, Pennsyl- 
vania, December 2d, 1816. 7 ^"^^ 

When about thirteen years of age, with his parents he came to 
Michigan, settling on Sturgis Prairie, in the county of St. Joseph. 

At that early date opportunities for school education were very 
few and inferior, but such as they were they were eagerly improved 
by young Parker so that at the age of twenty he was deemed com- 
petent to teach in the district school of his vicinity. * 

The exact date of his conversion is not known. 

In 1840 he united with the church, and in 1843 was received on 
trial into the Michigan Conference, and into full membership in 1845. 

His appointments in the Conference were : Kalamazoo Circuit, 
St. Joseph, Allegan, North ville. Grand Rapids, Albion and Coldwater. 

His health, never rugged, here broke down completely, and he 
located in 1852. He spent four years in Washington, D. C., in the 
employ of the Government, in the Department of the Interior. Hoping 
that his health was sufficiently restored to enable him to resume his 
much-loved employment, he re-entered the Conference in 1856, and 
was stationed at Adrian, but within six months his great mistake 
became apparent; his strength again yielded, and his health was 
more thoroughly shattered than before. From this wreck he never 
sufficiently recovered to again resume the work of the ministry. 

He again returned to Washington and resumed his work in the 
Government service. Here he spent over thirty years of his life, often 
preaching and rendering such other ministerial service to the pastors 
in Washington and vicinity as opportunity and his strength would 
permit. 

After retiring from active labor he returned to Adrian, where he 
has since lived and from whence he went to his final home. 

Bro. Parker, in the true and proper sense of the term, was a 
superior man. His intellect was bright, vigorous and profound. His 
affection ardent, true and enduring. He had a high sense of honor 
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and manliness. He loved the church, her theories of truth and her 
codes of action. His highest social pleasures were the companionship 
and intelligent, educated and good men. His richest fellowships were 
in the communion of Christians whose hearts glow^ed in the love of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. The “thorn in the flesh” to him was his 
inability to do the work of the ministry, but he found it true in his 
experience, as it was promised to the Great Apostle — the grace of 
Christ was sufficient for him. 

Among us he is no inore, for Christ has taken him. 



V{e\j. BepjamiG p. pritel^ard. 

Rev. Benjamin F. Pritchard departed this life at the home of his 
son near Lansing, October 24, 1892, and all that w^as mortal of him w as 
laid to rest by the side of his faithful wife in South Lyons, October 26. 

His birthplace was Waterbury, Conn., the time October 9, 1815. 
In the State of Pennsylvania, January 31, 1836, he was married to 
Miss Fannie Lathrop, and came to Michigan soon after and stopped at 
some place in Hillsdale county. He did not enter upon a religious 
life until after coming to this state. At a revival meeting in the 
neighborhood where they were living he and his wife were converted. 
Soon after his conversion he felt it his duty to preach the gospel to 
his fellow men, but an opportunity offered to go into business with 
another young man for whom he had a strong attachment; so he 
turned aw^ay from the gospel call and even rebelled for a time. After 
a few months Providence permitted his partner in business to be 
removed by death. This so impressed him wdth the uncertainty of 
life that he saw^ the w'orthlessness of earthly goods, as an end for 
w’hich to live. He began holding public religious meetings and was 
soon licensed to preach and recommended to be received into the 
Michigan Conference. He w'as received on trial in that Conference 
in 1848. 

He had the following appointments from the Conference: Dear- 
born, one year; Hadley, two; Oxford, two; Ontonagon, one; Portage 
Lake, one; Ohio Trap Rock, one; Almont, two; Washington, tw'o; 
Utica, two; Chaplain of the Fifth Michigan Infantry, three; Hadley, 
one; C,larkston, three; South Lyon, three; Hamburg, tw'o, Unadilla, 
three; Dansville, two; Wyandotte, two; making thirty-three years 
in active service. 

He then superannuated and lived for a time at Unadilla. But 
the intirmity of years was upon himself and w ife, so they soon found 
it necessary to remove to South Lyon living w’ith a son-in-law’ ; here 
the devoted wife died and left our brother to go the balance of life’s 
w'eary road alone. He w'as cared for by daughters at South Lyon and 
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Unadilla until, their health failing, he went to a son’s home near Lan- 
sing, from whence the Lord called him to his eternal home. One 
who had for many years been well acquainted with him accounts for 
his ability to draw hearts to him in friendship and love, and made 
him a successful minister of the gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ, as 
follows: “The grace and spirit of God found ip this man some grand, 
noble, natural endowments through which to operate and upon which 
to shed some of the glorifying radiance of an heavenly transfiguration. 
He had in an unusual degree a commanding presence, a warm, gen- 
erous nature, large and varied social powers. It is almost wonderful 
how he made this power felt in all classes of men, in the army and in 
the church. It gave him a free pass to the homes and hearts of the 
people. His repartee was quick and incisive, and the skeptic who, in 
his presence, has dared to make a thrust at the Christian religion 
has unexpectedly received a thrust from his keen lance that brought 
him low in the dust, and yet so gently done as to give no offense.” 

As a preacher he was clear, plain ^and intensely practical. He 
was earnest in presenting the claims of God, yet very tender. He 
often took his hearers to Sinai, but he always led them from there to 
' Olivet and Calvary, where they could hear the Savior’s loving voice 
and feel the touch of His dying love. 

His prayers made you feel he was near God and was talking with 
Him as a friend. 

His revival work was not done by sensational methods, but by 
earnest presentation of Divine truth, and hence was successful, be- 
cause those he won for Christ had an intelligent conception of spirit- 
ual life. 

Bro. Pritchard suffered much from physicial infirmities during 
the last few years of his life, but God’s grace was suflacient to sustain, 
and his end was peace. 

“ Let us draw their mantle o’er us, 

"W hlch have fallen in our way ; 

Let us do the work before us 
Calmly, bravely, while w'e may. 

Ere the long night-silence cometh. 

And with us it is not day.”

Rev. Isaac Johnston was born in the County of Armagh, Ireland, 
January 11, 1819, and died at the residence of his son. Rev. J. M. 
Johnston, at Irving Park, Chicago, February 12th, 1893. 

Coming in |iis infancy to this country, and his parents, though 
Presbyterians, becoming Methodists on their arrival here, Bro. John- 
ston grew up a thorough American, and in full sympathy with the 
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Methodist Church. His father was a class leader and steward, a noble, 
sturdy Christian. In the slavery controversy he took advanced 
ground, and in a quarterly conference at Chestnut Ridge, N. Y., he 
offered an anti-slavery resolution, but the presiding officer would not 
put it to vote on the ground that it “ was not quarterly conference 
business.” 

Isaac Johnston inherited these sturdy qualities. He was a very^ 
modest, unassuming man, but loyal and faithful, entirely devoted to 
Christ and the church. 

* He was converted at the age of twelve years, and early feeling he 
was called to the ministry, prepared himself by an education at Royal 
Center Academy and Lima Seminary. 

He began as a local preacher in the summer of 1842, though he 
had long been useful as an exhorter ; and on the 27th of April, 1851, 
he was ordained and joined the Rochester Conference of the Wesleyan 
connection.* The death of his father called his attention to the family 
interests, so that his ministry was temporarily broken, but after a 
number of prosperous and successful years in the Wesleyan connec- 
tion he came with a number of others into the Detroit Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

The writer of this memoir will never forget the scene at the Sagi- 
naw Conference in 1867, wiien Dr. Luther Lee and six others, among 
them Isaac Johnston, as the theji venerable Dr. Lee said, “ came home,” 
and the sainted Bishop, whose memory rests upon the church like 
balm, the beloved apostolic Janes, took them by the hand and wel- 
comed them, and the Conference sang the Doxology. 

“Part of that host” crossed the flood years ago, and now Bro. 
Johnson, after 74 years service of the blessed Master, has joined them 
and is now standing and singing with them on the other shore. For 
20 years Bro. Johnston did effective work in the ministry ; at Macon, 
one year; Groveland, one year; Goodrich, one year; Rochester, two 
years; Lambertville, one year; Sault Ste. Marie, three years; Central 
Mine, two years ; Atlanta, two years ; Leesville, three years ; Peters- 
burg, one year; Medina, three years. In 1887 he superannuated, 
^fter which He served as a supply, doing his last work in Leesville, 
where for four years he ministered to the same people among whom 
he had spent three excellent years of his effective ministry, and 
preaching up to the last Sabbath before the Conference of 1892. He 
loved his work, his people, and his people loved him. It was charac- 
teristic of him to form very warm attachments wherever he went. 

He remained with his sons in Detroit for a short time, and then, 
came to the home of his oldest son, Rev. J. M. Johnston, in Irving 
Park, Chicago, here he steadily failed until February 12, 1893, when 
after great suffering, he passed into his rest. He was trustful and 
rejoicing amid the hours of extreme pain. He was deeply touched by 
the death of his grand-daughter, seventeen years of age, to whom he 
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was greatly attached, and which occurred on this birthday, only one 
month before his own death, and it seemed as if he was only going 
with her as he left the rest behind. They are buried beside each 
other in Rose Hill cemetery, Chicago. Surely there is only one fade- 
less hope. 

Bro. Johnston’s domestic life was eminently happy. He was 
married November 3. 1842, to Miss Maria J. Camp, an estimable and 
devoted woman, who now survives him in deep sorrow, and after 
more than fifty years of loving, helpful companionship, awaits the 
reuniting of the heavenly world. 

Few fathers have ever been more blessed in their children than 
was our brother. One, the Rev. J. Milton Johnson, at whose home 
he died, is a beloved member of the Detroit Conference, known and 
endeared to many. Alonzo, Aaron and George are with us, and one, 
Henry, died in infancy. 

As a preacher, Bro. Johnston was practical and positive, a faith- 
ful minister of Jesus Christ, one whose record is on high.

Mrs. Susanna Wesley was born in Birmingham, England, April 
27, 1821 , and died in Detroit, Michigan, August 20, 1893. 

Nothing peculiar marked her early life. Spending, as she did, her 
childhood days in a quiet English home, where few changes occurred, 
where reverence for home and parents was deep and profound, and 
where no abnormal and premature excitement made heavy drafts 
upon the nervous system, there was developed in her a solid and sturdy 
girlhood that formed a substantial foundation upon which to build 
the many fine qualities that adorned a long and useful life. 

In 1842 she was united in marriage to Rev. J. Wesley, who for 
many years has been a useful and honored member of the Detroit 
Conference. In 1856 she, with her husband, mother and six children, 
came to America, and for some time made their home in Adrian, 
Michigan, and for that year Bro. Wesley supplied the second charge 
of that place. Since that time Bro. Wesley has served twenty difier- 
ent charges in Michigan, and like many other Methodist preachers 
attributes no small share of his success to the faithfulness and devo- 
tion of his wife. Though having a family of ten children to care for, 
she yet found time to do her full share of Christian work in church 
and community. She was a splendid example of churchly devotion. 
She delighted in the public service of the sanctuary. It was God’s 
house, the service was divine service and the people were God’s people. 
During her last illness she often said to her husband: “I wish I could 
hear one more gospel sermon. I wish I could go once more to church. 
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• but I suppose I have gone for the last time.” For several years her 
suffering has been very great, sometimes most excruciating. Physi- 
cian after physician had been consulted, but little or no help could 
be given, and she knew that death only could* bring relief. It is 
unnecessary to say that she bore it all with great patience and calm- 
ness of spirit. Indeed, she was sunny and cheerful to the last. It 
W'as my privilege to visit her many times during her last illness and 
always found her happy, though often suffering intense pain. Often 
as I watched hej* patient endurance I asked myself the question, 
“Could you endure so patiently as that?” It means much more to 
endure than to do. Much more to endure hardness as a good soldier 
than to light as one. In her calm patience was seen the fulfillment of 
the promise, “As thy days so shall thy strength be.” 

Not long before the end came we knelt with the family in her 
room and prayed for her and them. Her soul was full. A heavenly 
brightness rested on her calm face, her lips faintly moved the joyfully 
felt “amen.” Her spirit seemed to acquire unwonted power, and 
while lovingly having communion with the sorrow ing group of friends 
in the room, was at the same time holding sweet communion with the 
Unseen and listening to voices calling her to the better land.

Mrs. Emily S. Shaw' was born near Montreal, Canada, June 30th, 
1821, and died at the home of her daughter in Marinette, Wisconsin, 
July 21st, 1893. When she was fifteen years of age, she moved wdth 
her parents to Michigan, and settled near Kalamazoo. For a number 
of years she was engaged in the occupation of teaching school. 

In 1845, she w as married to Rev. A. C.Shaw, a Methodist preacher. 
For tw'enty-four years this worthy couple shared together the joys 
and hardships of the Methodist itineracy. A part of this time w as 
spent on what w^e call the extreme frontier, as missionaries among the 
Indians. They were also pioneers in the Upper Peninsula of Michi- 
gan, Bro. Shaw being the first presiding elder of the the Lake Superior 
District. 

In those days the presiding elder of that district had to travel on 
foot or be carried to his appointments w ith a dog team’, an Indian 
serving as guide. 

During those days Sister Shaw proved herself to be a most efficient 
helpmeet, as she would be at home for w eeks without knowing where 
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the husband and father might be. When the war came on, Brother# 
Shaw went to the front and served as chaplain in the 23rd Regiment 
of Michigan. , 

Here again the faithful wife, with the children, heroically faced 
the hardships of those “ dark but brilliant days.” Though often in 
feeble health she was never found wanting, with a cheerful spirit she 
performed the duty of the hour. 

Sister Shaw was left a widow eighteen years ago, since which time 
she has resided in different parts of the State. Two years and a half 
ago she went to live with her daughter Josephine, now the wife of 
Mr. E. B. Lewis, at Marinette, Wisconsin. These children have been 
most tender of the aged mother, and all that loving hands could do to 
comfort her in her last days has been done. She leaves four children 
to mourn her loss: three daughters and one son. 

Sister Shaw’s faith in the blessed promises has remained sure and 
steadfast to the end. The Bible was a v^ry precious book to her. 
AVhen her pastor called to see her she, would have him read her choice 
chapters, one of which was the 14th of John, “Let not your heart 
be troubled.” This chapter was taken as the basis of the funeral 
remarks, which were made by the Rev. C. S. Eastman, of the Detroit 
Conference, in the absence of the pastor. The funeral occurred at 
the daughter’s residence Sunday afternoon, July 23rd, and all that 
remained of the earthly tabernacle was taken to Marquette, Michi- 
gan, and buried by the side of the husband and father to await the 
morning of resurrection. 

And now we feel a new desire for Heaven, for — 

“ Another hand is beckoning us, 

•‘Another call is given, 

“ And glows once more with angel-steps 
“The path which reaches Heaven.”

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 



TEMPERANCE. 

The drink traffic with all its influences, schemes and unscrupulous 
deeds, is the acknowledged adversary of the church of God. It is the 
relentless foe of true government. It is the enemy of purity, of social, 
domestic and individual life. It is the direct cause of not less than 
75 per cent, of all the crime and pauperism in the land. It is an 
evil which, by its work of devastation, is sw^eeping more human beings 
to ruin and death than all the other powers for evil combined. It is 
a monstrous public nuisance which has become the dominating force 
in the politics of this country. 

The State only performs her duty when she legislates on moral 
questions. She derives her authority from God, and is accountable to 
Him for the performance of moral duty the same as a person. The 
State is an educator, and to truly fulfill her purpose, her legislation 
should be higher in moral tone than the moral sentiment of the com- 
munity. But this is not true of the legislation claiming to regulate 
the liquor traffic. The license law' is a shame and an imposition on an 
intelligent and professedly Christian community. 

The leading churches of the country have for years proclaimed a 
war of extermination on the liquor traffic. Notwithstanding their 
declarUtions the churches have been humiliated by seeing the enemy 
constantly growing stronger and becoming more defiant. What the 
churches need is a w'ell-organized army to make a successful campaign 
against this common foe. Our General Conference has taken action, 
looking toward the organization of our own forces and inviting the 
alliance of others. A permanent committee of 15 w as appointed and 
a plan of organization prepared. 

The General Conference plan proposes the enrollment and organ- 
ization under one banner of all willing to unite for practical effort in 
suppressing the liquor traffic. The plan makes it necessary that each 
pastor should lead in the work. We therefore recommend that each 
pastor organize a local church league. A complete outfit for such 
organization can be secured of Rev. A. J. Kynett, D. D., chairman of 
the permanent committee. 

We appeal most earnestly to each and to all to take up this work 
at once. We also recommend the conference to appoint a committee 
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of three, auxiliary to the permanent committee, that can act in the 
interval of conference sessions, and that this committee be the con- 
ference committee on temperance and prohibition. 

Therefore, in accord with the uniform declaration of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church by its General Conference, we affirm our unal- 
terable conviction that prohibition is the only method of dealing with 
the liquor traffic, that is right in principle and wise in policy. 

Resolved, That the duty of Christians toward this system of death, 
whether high license, low license, or no license prevails, is opposi- 
tion to it, with all their God-given powers. — J. P. Varner, Secretary.

. FREEDMEN’S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 

Less than thirty years ago, and within the memory of most of the 
members of this conference, there was launched upon this nation by 
the destinies of war and the constitution of the country, a race of 
three millions of home-horn foreigners, who were at once made free men 
and voters; but a race who, for degradation and ignorance, were but. 
little removed from the condition of “Darkest Africa.” These people 
are here, not from their own will or choice, but because of the 
perfidy of our own people. But they were here to stay ; and not only 
to stay, but to grow in numbers and increase in power. They are a 
prolific race, doubling every twenty-five years. With the present 
ratio of increase there will, in one hundred years, be, on this con- 
tinent, a vast host of from one hundred and fifty to two hundred 
millions of these sable sons of Africa. 

What is to be done with this vast host? They are free men; 
they will never again become enslaved. They will not forever endure 
with patience oppression and wrong at the hands of their white 
brethren. The spirit of freedom will assert itself. But fre'edom 
guided by ignorance is liberty’s greatest foe. This nation must edu- 
cate and Christianize these people, or pay for their neglect of duty 
by laying their wealth and their sons on the altar of the heartless 
god of war. In the face of the philosopy of history there is no alter- 
native ; we must do our duty or j)ay the penalty. There is but one 
solution of the “ Color Problem,” that is to educate and Christianize 
these people. From the close of the war our church recognized this 
fact, and has set itself to work to avert coming dangers. It has, in 
•the organization of the Freedmen’s Aid Society, inaugurated a move- 
ment for the moral and spiritual, as well as the intellectual, emanci- 
pation of tliese down-trodden millions. It takes within its grasj) the 
ignorant masses of both the blacks and the whites. It is educating 
in its schools annually thousands of young men and young women who 
are themselves to be(;ome educators of their own people and kind. 
This education extends not only to the intellect and heart, but to the 
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industrial pursuits as well. It is preparing them not only to be 
intelligent voters, but to be honest and industrious citizens. It has 
schools in literature, schools in theology, and schools in manual 
labor. In these schools men and women are trained and fitted for 
all the ordinary avocations and professions in life. 

We therefore pledge this society, the twin sister of the Home Mis- 
sionary Society, our earnest sympathy and hearty support. And we 
furthermore promise that we will seek in the future, not only to in- 
form ourselves more fully, but to instruct our people more carefully on 
the nature and importance of this great work. The apportionment to 
the Detroit Conference for this work the coming year is $3,900, and 
we recommend that the presiding elders be directed to apportion 
this amount to the several charges. — M. W. Gifford, Guy M. Bigelow, 
F. Bradley. 



SANCTITY OF THE SABBATH. 

In presenting its report on Sanctity of the Sabbath, your com- 
mittee woiild express gratitude to Almighty God and congratulations 
to the church for the honorable attitude taken by the Christians of 
America during this very trying year. 

Fears were expressed prior to last Conference that during this 
Columbian year efforts would be made to open on the Sabbath the 
renowned World’s Fair, and you loyally put yourself on record as 
“decidedly and unequivocally opposed” to such action. 

Efforts were made ; the fight waxed warm ; the managers of the 
Fair resorted to the most flagrantly immoral subterfuges: on the 
other hand the church, represented by her ministry and her press, 
and supported by some of the leading secular journals of the nation, 
took her stand for the defense of the Sabbath, and, thanks unto God, 
through the fidelity of Christian people the open enemies of the 
American Christian Sabbath have been routed; and perhaps never 
before have our people been more pronounced in their purpose to 
maintain the Sabbath intact than they are today. 

We rejoice in the prompt and persistent action of Christian people 
in this trying time, and we believe that, if only well directed, they 
may oppose and overthrow many other pernicious forms of Sabbath 
desecration in their local communities ; therefore. 

Resolved, (1), That the first day of the week is the Sabbath of the 
Lord, and as such should be sacredly observed in all our borders. 

Resolved, (2), That we specifically instruct our people on the 
nature and end of the Sabbath as a Divine institution, and also as to 
the proper manner of observing the same. 

Resolved, (3), That as ministers of the Gospel we will strive to 
abstain wholly from such modes of travel as would necessitate the 
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labor of others, thus depriving them of the inalienable human right 
of a sacred Sabbath day. 

Resolved, (4), That we will so conduct the business of the church, 
including its camp meetings and all other public gatherings, that our 
practices shall demonstrate and emphasize what we preach. — Joshua 
Stansfield. 



THE W. F. M. SOCIETY REPORT. 

The W. F. M. Society, like all great organizations, was born out 
of the imperative necessity for its existence, for while the General 
Missionary Society had been doing all it could, with the men and ' 
means at its disposal, to carry out the great missionary command, 
yet the logic of experience abundantly proved that missionary effort, 
in foreign as well as home fields, could only be a partial success with- 
out woman as an indispensible helpmeet in carrying the Gospel to 
the perishing millions of our race. There is not only a general but a 
special sense in which Christian women are designed to l^e evangels 
of mercy in uplifting this world to the plane that they themselves 
occupy. First, because on them have fallen most heavily the worst 
forms that sin has assumed in every age— ignorance, superstitition, 
polygamy, slavery, licentiousness, and intemperance with all its train 
of horrors. And to-day women and helpless children have to bear 
the worst consequences of idolatry in every land, because more 
defenseless and capable of intenser physical and mental pain, aggra- 
vated by the cupidity of even Christian nations. 

Can anything be more natural than that woman, who is man’s 
equal in intelligence, culture and piety, and his superior in quick 
intuitions, sympathy, afid self-denying devotion, should organize a 
society of her own, untrammeled by those of “ coarser clay,” who 
reason more slowly, act less promptly, and are incapable of seeing 
wdth her eye to eye, in some of the most vital departments of her 
work. Especially will this appear when we remember that in some 
foreign fields, owing to strong legal barriers against men, however 
saintly, women alone must be the angels of mercy, in bearing the 
Word of life to millions of their heathen sisters, enshrouded in the 
starless gloom of moral night. 

That this organization is a child of Providence is evident from 
the prosperity that has characterized it since its formation in 1866, as 
shown by its annual reports. 

Last year’s report shows that $265,342.15 had been raised by the 
Society, while the Northwestern Branch alone contributed $63,- 
876.12, leading all the other branches of the Society. 

But w'e have no means of knowing to what extent the world has 
been blessed by this organization; its real record is on high. 
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We, therefore, rejoice in the continued success of the W. F. M. 
Society, and pledge it our hearty sympathy and co-operation in its 
part of the great work of bringing this world to Christ. — J. H. McIn- 
tosh, Chairman, Jessie Kilpatrick, N. G. Lyons.

The necessity of having the Holy Scriptures in every home in all 
lands, and the opportunity for every one to read and study them is 
apparent. 

. As we “ go into all the world and preach the gospel” we rejoice in 
the cooperation of the American Bible Society, which freely and 
bountifully supplies all Christian missions with the scriptures, in 
whole or in part, in the language of the people, and also extensively 
distributes the word of God in our own land. 

According to the statements of the Rev. Dr. Hunt, in his eloquent 
address to the Conference, we learn that never were so many copies of 
the scriptures scattered as now; that Romanism is being greatly 
influenced and enlightened by the circulation and reception of the 
scriptures among its millions, and that new translations are being 
constantly made. 

AVe commend to our church that every member own a copy and 
daily use it for study, devotion and spiritual guidance. 

We believe that Sunday school pupils would come more directly 
to the word, and thus be more benefited, if the lesson were not 
printed in our Sunday school helps, and we hope the time will speed- 
ily come when the lesson helps will be printed without the lesson. 

We commend the work of the American Bible Society as a worthy 
object for Christian giving in our annual collections. — Isaac H. Rid- 
dick, Joseph E. Ryerson, John M. Shank. 



EDUCATION. 

The thought that true education must be carried forward “ with 
our Heavenly Father in the midst” has become so familiar to the 
Christian mind that there is a constantly diminishing field for the 
apologist for distinctively Christian education. 
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We cannot forbear, however, expressing our satisfaction and grati- 
tude that, in agencies employed and plans outlined, we are not last 
in point of excellence or accomplishment relatively to other branches 
of the Christian church. For data to support this statement we refer 
our pastors and people to the current report of our Board of Educa- 
tion, a most admirable document, setting forth with great complete- 
ness and intelligibility the facts of interest regarding our denomina- 
tional educational system. 

We have 17 schools of theology, 54 colleges and universities, 54 
classical seminaries and 73 foreign mission schools, with an invest- 
ment of over $14,500,000 in buildings and grounds, over $12,500,000 in 
endowment, more than $8,250,000 being productive; a total of $27,- 
000,000 invested, with only $1,000,000 of debt. In these institutions 
over 40,000 students were being educated last year. These are large 
figures, but they give after all a weak portrayal of the value of this 
great work, present and prospective. 

By wise legislation on the part of the General Conference and 
intelligent and enthusiastic cooperative effort on the part of our fore- 
most educators, plans have been made to give our educational work , 
greater coherence and unity than it has ever possessed before. Two 
very important steps are being taken in discouraging the unnecessary 
multiplicity of poorly endowed colleges and the adoption of a uniform 
standard for the conferring of literary degrees. To all such progressive f 

plans we give hearty indorsement. 




While we cannot within the limits of a brief report mention a 
tithe of the interests and institutions deserving commendation, we 
call especial attention to a few of our schools which are patronized 
most generally by our own people. 

Albion College must ever remain first in our hearts, for it is there 
that the interest of most of our Michigan educational work centers. 
We are glad to note the continuejd prosperity of this school under the 
wise presidency of Dr. L. R. Fiske. We advise our people to secure 
and read the Albion College Year Book which has been prepared by 
the trustees for gratuitous distribution, and to patronize our own col- 
lege in preference to any other. We do this on the ground of worth 
alone and are sure that Albion is at the front in tlm educational field. 
The recently added McMillan Chemical Laboratory is a most import- 
ant acquisition, and the thanks of the church are due to the Hon. 
James McMillan for his magnificent gift. The proposition to add to 
the curriculum a course of study in the English Bible is entirely 
praiseworthy, and we urge our young people to cooperate in the plan 
to assist the alumni in securing funds for this chair through the 
observance of College Day. Close relationship between our Epworth 
l.«eagpe chapters and the College cannot but result in great mutual 
help. We congratulate the Board of Trustees on securing the Rev. W. 
F. Oldham, I). D., as the prospective incumbent of this important posi- 
tion. We recommend that the money raised in the general educational 
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collections in our pastoral charges be paid over to the endowment 
fund of this chair until the endowment of $35,000 is completed. The 
endowment of an important lectureship by the Hon. Thomas W. 
Palmer, by the gift of $10,000, has added one more item to our long 
list of obligations to this distinguished citizen, and our heartfelt 
thanks are hereby tendered for the same. 

We present the names of Horace Hitchcock and Lewis P. Davis 
as trustees of Albion College to succeed themselves ; we also request 
the appointment of Henry E. Wolfe and Arthur W. Stalker as our 
official visitors to the same. For the theological training of candi- 
dates for the ministry our church ofiers a wide field for choice. While 
all our “ schools of the prophets ” present excellent advantages, we com- 
mend our schools at Evanston and Boston as being especially meri- 
torious and convenient of access, and we urge all our young men so 
far as possible to make thorough preparation before undertaking the 
exalted calling of the ministry. 

We present the names of the following official visitors; For North 
Western University, R. T. Savin and P. R. Parrish ; for Garrett Biblical 
Institute, E. B. Bancroft and N. N. Clark ; for the School of Theology 
at Boston University, C. M. Cobern and F. C. Pillsbury. We also 
offer for your approval the names of J. F. Berry and W. W. W ashburn 
as trustees for North Western University. 

Our Board of Education is doing grand and efficient work for our 
schools and the church. It deserves and should receive our loyal 
support. Let every charge follow closely the requirements of the dis- 
cipline regarding the observance of Children’s Day, and see to it that 
none of the money thus raised is diverted to any other purpose. — F.

Your committee has examined with deep interest* the report of 
the work accomplished by the Board of Church Extension during the 
period of the past twenty-six years. The Board has collected and dis- 
bursed $4,897,104. This includes the Loan fund of $870,444. The 
churches wdiich have availed themselves of this Fund have returned 
$889,870. With this aid the Board has assisted 9,009 churches — an 
increase of over 600 last year— and 291 grants already made on special 
conditions reported to each church. To meet the present demand there 
is required additional receipts of $213,786. 

With such work accomplished by the society, and such a promise 
for future usefulness, we feel satisfied that the churches should be 
urged to contribute more largely for its support. 

There is a constantly increasing demand for new churches from 
the destitute portions of our country, and this demand can only be 
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met by larger collections from the churches. We learn from Dr 
Spencer that there are more than three thousand homeless congrega- 
tions of Methodists. To hold these congregations to Methodism, and 
many of them from apostacy, they must have church homes. 

Bishop Mallalieu says: “This land of ours, and all nations of the 
world as well, would drift to utter and hopeless ruin if the influences 
that center about and emanate from our churches should cease to be 
operative.” 

The fact that so much of our country is new, impresses us that 
the wise plan for the church is to push forward the Christian army 
into all sections of our land before the enemy of unrighteousness can 
become intrenched in the fleld. 

Give the Board of Church Extension the means and you will soon 
have a church in every community, a shelter for every homeless 
Methodist, a power to cry out against the outrages committed by the 
liquor trafific, an opposition to the desecrators of the Christian Sab- 
bath, an influence which shall warn men of an eternity and a judgment 
to come, and a source from whence shall flow the spirit of beneficence 
to bless humanity in all the world. 

To this end we heartily endorse the wisdom which originated and 
planned the Loan Fund, and earnestly pray that the thousands of 
donors to this cause may multiply in numbers many times till the 
church is fully established in every land. 

We would especially urge that every pastor do his full duty to 
raise the appointment of each charge within the bounds of this Con- 
ference. — J. A. Lowry, John R Beach, C. E. Benson. 



SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

Your committee on Sunday schools submits the following: 

In theory there is no lack of appreciation of the Sunday school as j 

a mighty factor in the religious instruction of both young and old, but ' 

in practice perhaps there is a coming short. In some schools the 
parents and other adults, thinking it simply for the children, absent 
themselves almost entirely. This ought not to be. 

There are many communities destitude of religious instruction of \ 

any kind. Into these communities Christian people should go and | 

organize the people for the study of the Holy Scriptures. 

Be it, therefore. 

Resolved, (1,) That pastors every where urge upon the adult portion 
of their congregations and communities the need of their presence in 
the Sunday school, and that the pastors see that proper classes are 
provided for these adults. 

Resolved, (2), That the pastors urge upon Christian people to conse- 
crate themselves and a portion of the Sabbath day to the work of relig- 
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ious instruction in districts where there is need of such work, and thus 
honor God and bring good to these people and blessing upon their 
own souls by “doing good on the Sabbath Day.” 

Resolved, (3), That as far as practicable the principle of kindergar- 
ten work be introduced into the primary department of the Sunday 
schools. 

Resolved, (4), That faithful and prompt attention be given the col- 
lection for the Sunday School Union. 

Resolved, (5), That our publishing houses furnish the very best 
equipments for Sunday school work ; and the best always being the 
cheapest, especially in forming moral character, we urge upon all our 
pastors and schools to see to it that our own literature be used. 

Resolved, (6), That all religious teachers should be free from every 
pernicious habit; we therefore will discountenance the use of tobacco 
by our Sunday school teachers and' officers. — Wm. W. Will, Chas. W. 
Baldwin, M. H. Bartram. 

The following resolutions, which have come into our hands from 
Bro. A. H. Swarthout, president of the State Association, we recom- 
mend for adoption : 

Whereas, Denominations are becoming more and more interested 
in inter-denominational Sunday school work ; and. 

Whereas, The recent International and World’s Conventions 
held in St. Louis, Mo., were a source of inspiration, enthusiasm and 
zeal to the denominational Sunday school workers present, and a 
means to enable them to do better work and to enlist others in the 
Sunday school cause; 

Resolved, That this Conference renews its declarations of accord 
and harmony with the State Sunday School Association. 

Resolved, That we recommend the ministry and laity of our church 
in this State to heartily enter into and cooperate with the said Associ- 
ation in its work, and in its Township, County, and State Conventions 
and Institutes ; and. 

Resolved, That we recommend onr Sunday schools to send dele- 
gates to the State Convention of the Association, which meets at Hills- 
dale, November 14th, 15th and 16th.

PERIODICALS. 

The periodical productions of the printing press are among the 
greatest agencies in all civilized lands either for good or evil. 

It is not with pleasure that we say a large proportion of 
these are fruitful of evil. We should supplant the evil with good. 
Vile and pernicious literature should not be given room in Christian 
homes. 

Though there is much to commend in the secular press, such as 
the daily important history of the world, with sermons by eminent 
divines, the exposition of Bible lessons for our Sunday Schools, and 
the proceedings of great religious conventions, conferences and con- 
gresses ; still we feel called upon as a body of Christians, to utter our 
protest against the publication and circulation of great special edi- 
tions on the Lord’s day, and their disregard of the law of God, by their 
persistent efforts to secularize the Christian Sabbath, by open fairs, 
and by making it a general holiday ; we regard the slurs indulged in — 
for want of argument — regarding a “ Puritanic Sabbath ” as not worthy 
the press of a great nation. 

The unmistakable attitude taken by many of our dailies on the 
subject of intemperance, should be condemned by all worthy citizens, 
and we should aid in the circulation of such periodicals as those 
which are elevating in their moral tone. 

We do not object to our people reading periodicals pub- 
lished by other Christian churches, still we do wish to express that it 
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is unwise for Methodist people to give precedence to other period- 
ical literature in place of our own. The Bible first, the periodical 
literature of the Methodist Episcopal Church next, then other Chris- 
tian magazines and papers. 

We are pleased to note that it is an acknowledged fact that there 
are no helps published for the use of Sunday schools superior to 
those published by our own church, and to note the general loyalty 
of the church in their use. AVe commend them to all. 

We miss in the Review the scholarly productions of Dr. Menden- 
hall. “ Though the workmen die the work goes on,” and Dr. William 
V. Kelley, the present editor, is showing the wisdom of those who 
selected him to fill the vacant editorial chair. The Review should 
be found in the homes of the best thinkers of the church. 

The Christian Advocate receives and well deserves the high encom- 
iums bestowed upon it. As an able, fearless and vivacious weekly 
we speak of it without a peer. 

AVe commend the Northwestei'n Christian Advocate for its much 
improved editorial work, and the wisdom displayed in sefecting 
contributed articles. The bold attacks of its editor, Dr. Edwards, on 
rum, Rome, anarchy, crime, ami the desecration of the Sabbath by 
the powers in control of the Columbian Exposition, are well worthy 
of -our commendation. 

The Michigan Christian Advocate has far outgrown its expected field of 
labor, and is fast becoming general in its influence.

The Detroit Conference Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
held its anniversary exercises in Cass Avenue M. E. Church, 2:30 
p. M., Sept. 23, Mrs. J. B. Roe presiding. 

Mrs. L. C. York conducted the devotional exercises, and Mrs. 
Fales offered earnest prayer for the recovery of Mrs. E. W. Porter, 
Conference treasurer, who was seriously ill. 

The “Gentleman’s Quartet” contributed to the interest of the 
meeting, rendering several selections, and Rev. O. W. Willits gave a 
brief and convincing address on the necessities of missions. 

Miss Mary Gamble read the treasurer’s report. Total for the 
year, ^7,507.79. 

Miss Baker, corresponding secretary, read a very encouraging 
report, and made a stirring appeal to Christian women to fall into 
line in foreign missionary work. The vacancy caused by the death 
of Mrs. Lake, Conference president, has not yet been filled, and the 
officers are still as follows :

Corresponding Secretary — Miss Franc Baker. 

Recording Secretary — Mrs. Carrie C. Faxon. 

Treasurer — Mrs. E. W. Porter. 

The following tribute to the memory of Mrs. Lake was read by 
Mrs. C. C. Faxon: 

Mrs. Arvilla E. McGlone-Lake, president of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Detroit Conference, was born in Ohio, Sept. 
Sept. 6th, 1841, and died June 2nd, 1893. 

The heart ached and the tears would fall when I took up the pen 




♦Deceased. 
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to write these few words in memory of one faithful unto death — “ For 
I now see through the glass darkly.” 

My acquaintance with Mrs. Lake dates back nearly two decades. 
We met each other first at a district meeting of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society in the village of Vassar, where I was her guest. 
At that time the work was under the supervision of Mrs. Frances D. 
York. I met her last one month before her tragic death, again her 
guest, while she had become the head light of our Detroit Conference 
organization, and was in the meridian splendor of perfected Christian 
womanhood. 

The mutual attachment formed at our first meeting strengthened 
with the years, and during the last four years I had, grown to know 
her well, through counseling together in the interest of foreign mis- 
sions. Her deep Christian experience joined to an active tempera- 
ment fitted her for a leader. She possessed preeminently the power 
to harmonize ; and in matters pertaining to economy, the Bliss Hos- 
pital had confidence in her judgment sufficient to place her on the 
board of management. She was returning from a meeting of the 
board at the time of the accident which resulted in her death. Lit- 
erally she was about her “Master’s business” until that fatal leap 
from the car ushered her.into eternity. 

One hardly knew which work lay nearest her heart, the local 
work of her own church or the redemption of unenlightened woman 
across the waters, so zealous was she for both. 

With that broad sweep of vision which comes only of close touch 
with the Almighty, distance was annihilated and to her the “whole 
world was kin.” 

She felt the cry of the Bengalee girl which followed the unseen 
wire from India to every point in America. We of grosser nature 
hear not; or, ’mid the confusion of voices transmitting nearer mes- 
sages, the plaintive sound is lost. But this woman, with heaven-born 
instinct, never ceased to detect through every vibration of the spir- 
itual ’phone the mournful cadence of woman’s wail beyond the sea. 

At the annual meeting held last May, Mrs. Lake as corresponding 
secretary of Saginaw district, as well as Conference president, gave 
the report. It was a brief review of much personal work, and received 
the commendation of the pastors on the several charges. 

. Detroit Conference, owing to its large home demands for the 
frontier work, has been inclined to gatlier to its own, and it was a 
favorite argument witli her that Jefferson Avenue Church never 
swung out of debt until its members learned how to give to foreign 
missions through love and loyalty. 

On my return home from the meeting, preparatory to entering 
the Minutes in the “Record Book,” I picked up Mrs. Lake’s report, 
and these words on a printed slip fell from it. I give them to you 
to-day as a message direct from her as she stands before the throne 
of God : 
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Dear Sister: 

You have a talent to be used in the interest of Christ’s Kingdom. 
With it, it is your privilege to gain a victory or make a failure. 

The abundant harvest is waiting for more laborers. The world’s 
Redeemer is calling you to active service, so also are 1,181,000,000 
Christless souls in heathen darkness. “ Light your lamp ” and come 
to the Woman’s Foreign Missionary meeting, where together we will 
haste to send the light and liberty of the gospel to those perishing 
"for the bread of life. When we meet this great host in judgment 
would it not be a sad song to sing — 

. Must I go, and empty-handed— 

Must I meet my Savior so? 

Not one soul with which to greet him, 

M list I empty-handed go ? 

Yours for the Master. 

That exhortation is characteristic of her earnestness. She saw 
not only the possibilities in Christian women with their multiplied 
privileges, but the solemn responsibilities resting on Christian women 
because of their advantages under gospel light. 

The fourth annual session of the Detroit Conference Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society was a busy one. Being held in her own 
city, an unusual amount of work had fallen upon Mrs. Lake. Yet 
there was no complaint of burdens. She counted it all pleasure. 
The last moments of the last afternoon of the Conference held at 
Saginaw have left an indellible impress upon every one present. 
That was Mrs. Lake’s jast appearance before this organized body. 
Her closing words are recalled as of prophetic utterance. She said: 
“T am deeply impressed with the solemn thought I shall never meet 
you all again.” A hush gathered over that audience, and then in 
prayerful mood we joined in singing that wondrously tender farewell 
hymn, “God be with you till we meet again.” 

The stained glass windows threw their high lights over Mrs. Lake 
as she stood at the desk; the shadows flitted over the faces of the 
remnant of the faithful; the softened voices of the singers; all these 
things combined to form one of those memory-pictures painted by a 
greater than human artist, in colors that blend, lighten and deepen, 
unproducable by dust-made hues. 

Two weeks later, and the great Saginaw fire swept away the 
home and nearly all their earthly possessions. In a personal let- 
ter from her, dated May 26th, she gives in detail the few articles 
of wearing apparel and household goods saved, and adds: “You 

can get some idea of the fire from newspaper accounts, but iit 
must be seen to be realized. Women crying, children lost, horses 
frightened, men trying to save a few goods, and over all the roar and 
crackling of the flames. And oh! the heat! Though our loss is irre- 
l>arable, I cannot feel as some do; 1 have not shed a tear, and am 
ready to commence over again.” That exemplifies the bravery of 
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the unconquerable spirit within, and gives a glance into the domestic 
economy of the household which furnishes a wife who is not only 
counselor and consoler, but a very “helpmeet” to her husband. 

A little further on in her letter creeps out her fun-loving nature, 
where she transcribes a message from her daughter, Mrs. Forrest, 
relative to an unsuccessful financial enterprise, but she closes the 
letter with these now doubly comforting words to us: “I believe my 
heart is not set on the things of this world. When I saw all in ashes 
I felt thankful that I had a ‘ house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens.’ ” 

Seven days after those w”ords were written the doors of that 
“house not made with hands” swung wide open and the Master wel- 
comed her in. As it was in the days of Elijah so may it be now, 
that her mantle of love and good works might fall on her successor 
with two-fold power. 

From a rapidly-moving train I have watched the sun rise above 
the mountain tops and pursue its brilliant course towards the zenith ; 
then in our onward course we have dashed into a canyon, and the 
sun seemed to have dropped out of existence ; the stars only twinkled 
in the rifted rock overhead, while we sped on in twilight, but some- 
where, full-orbed, we knew the sun shone still. 

The sun of our Detroit Conference Woman’s Foreign Missionary" 
Society has but disappeared behind the hill-tops which limit our 
spiritual vision. While we sit under the shadow somewhere, with 
increased radiance, that sun s’hineth still. 

Methinks this afternoon, as the shades creep toward us, I see 
beyond these four walls and catch a glimpse of the battlements of 
heaven. 

The highway leading to it is lined with weary travelers, and here 
and there we note the familiar faces of many of God’s elect. The 
grandest figure in that long procession. Bishop Taylor, heroic Amanda 
Smith, loved Isabella Thoburn, courageous Phoebe Eowe, saintly Mary 
Reed, and a host of others, who have left behind the things pertain- 
ing to self to give a mighty uplift to lost humanity. 

The turrets rise higher, the outline of the armored wall draws 
nearer, and we read the names on the helmets and breast-plates 
which line its exterior — Matthew Simpson, Mary Pardoe, Isabella 
Hart, Charles Gray, Gilbert Haven, Miss Layton, Mrs. Warren, and 
near the entrance our beloved Arvilla Lake. The gate swings ajar at 
the touch of her fingers, and the mid-day glory of earth’s sunlight is 
lost in the revealed splendor of heavenly brightness, and earth’s 
music faints before the angelic burst of song. 

Turning toward us, earthward, in one long farewell I catch from 
her lips, “Hold that fast which thou hast, that no man take thy 
crown.” 

Ix^'t us rise from the dust and ashes of mourning to follow the 
vision. — Mrs. C.\rrie C. Faxon.

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BOARD OF DEACONESSES. 

Report of Detroit Conference Board of Deaconesses, Sept., 1893. 
To the Detroit Annual Conference : 

The terms of office of Revs. L. R. Fiske and J. L. Hudson, and 
Mrs. J. S. Vernor, as members of the Detroit Conference Deaconess 
Board, expire at this session. It will devolve on the Conference to fill 
these vacancies. 

There are within the bounds of the Conference the Detroit Dea- 
coness Home and the Deaconess Home connected with the Bliss 
Hospital in Saginaw. The inmates of the Detroit Deaconess Home 
consist of the following persons : Miss Lucretia A. Gaddis, superintend- 
ent of Home ; Mrs. H. Keller, Associate Deaconess in charge of Tillman 
Avenue Mission; Misses S. Elizabeth Thornborough, Mary Hartwell, 
Deborah Kerfoot, Minnie West, Ida Wood, Susanna Bieri, Eliza Hicks, 
Anna Johnson. 

Two of these, namely, Lucretia A. Gaddis and Sarah Elizabeth 
Thornborough, are licensed Deaconesses. Miss Gaddis, who is superin- 
tendent of the Home, has managed its affairs with great discretion and 
success. Miss Thornborough has labored faithfully and efficiently 
under the direction of the superintendent. She has been absent a por- 
tion of the year because of illness, but retains her connection with the 
Home. We ask, according to the provisions of the Discipline, the 
approval of the Conference of these Deaconesses and also of Miss Mary 
E. Henderson, of the Bliss Hospital and Deaconess Home, that they 
may continue in their work. 

The Conference Board has voted to license during this session of 
the Conference, Misses Mary Hartwell, Deborah Kerfoot, Minnie West, 
these young women being found to possess the qualifications 
required in paragraph 204 of the Discipline, and having been duly 
recommended by the quarterly conferences of the churches to which 
they belong. It is expected that a public service foj the licensing 
and consecration of these persons for their responsible work will be 
held during the Conference week.

Religious calls made 7,776 

Opportunities for Bible readings improved 3,670 ^ ^

V The Conference shall meet at 8^ o’clock a. m., and adjourn at 12 m., but may 
the tune of meeting and adjourn at its discretion. ^ 

President shall take the chair pr ecisely at the time to which the Conference 
cause the same to be open^ by reading the Scriptures, singing and 
praj^r^and shall have the journals of the preceding day read and approved
